HALL AT VILLANOVA 


Priests and Students Save 
Valuables.

Philadelphia, Jan. ll. — Villa nova 
college Haltered the loss of $75,*8)0 
when fire swept 
through St. Rita a 
hall, the oldest building in the group 
of the college at VUlanova, virtually 
destroying it. 
The fire, which is said to have orig 
inated from an overheated pipe or by 
crossed electric wires, was rendeied 
spectacular through the heroism of the 
students, priests and monks, led by 
President Dohan, who saved statues, 
valuable paintings, furniture and e<en 
altar cloths at the risk of their own 
lives. 
The damage to the hall, according 
to Bather Hickey, rector of the hall, 
amounted to $65,000. The proper, y de* 
stroyed in the building was worth in 
the neighborhood of $12,Ooh. 
Three of the members of the volun 
teer fire companies front Bryn Mawr, 
Radnor and W ayne escaped death by 
s narrow margin when the east wall 
of St. Rita's hall crashed 
outward 
Two of them wore injured, although 
not .seriously. 
During the height of the fire Phila 
delplila was asked to semi aid and 
two hose companies were sent over 
by the Pennsylvania railroad.
